Tur Fuseratu or THE Lare Cartary Mon-
wis.—On Wednesday afternoon the remains of
Captain Joshua Morrls were Interred at Lafa-
yetie Cemetery, Captain Morris came here
some weeks ngo in command of the British
bark M Lowerison, having his family with
him, He was suddenly struck down with Ly-

hoid fever, and was sent 1o the Pennsylvania

oepital by the British Consul. His son, a lad
of 10 yearg, was also taken il and sent to the
same lnstitution. Mrs. Morris was obliged to
leave the ship with a babe in her arms, which
was not lkely to live, and she dally expecting
the birth of snother,

The sudden distress that overtook this family
was truly heart-rending. The father became
delirions, seized a knife, cut his throat, and
lacerated other parts of his body, and his disease
made such rapld strides over his powerful frame
that all hopes of his recovery were scon aban-
doned. The son, who wonld have been a
comfort te his mother, was also rendered help-
less by sickness.

Mrs. Morris was prevailed upon to start imme-
diately for her home in St. Louls, ere the
miael’fea of absolute want overtook her. She
was not long depurted before her husband
breathed his last, and on Wednesday afternoon
the quiet but impressive funeral rites of the
Episcopal serviee were performed over his mor-
tal remains at the Hospital. Nolt more than
twenty persons were present, and these were
British ~ ship-msaters, excepting Viee-Consul
Urump and Mr, Townshend, the slﬁp‘l consignee,
A more impressive funeral it has seldom been
our painful duty to witness.

The service was read by the Rev. Isanc Mar-
din, Bishop Btevens' junior missionary to the
sonmen ot this port, and this divine's brief ser-
mon, delivered afier reading from the Epistle
of 8t, Paul to the Corinthlans, was so homely,
s0 impressive, and so well adapted to the solemn
oceasion, that every one of those sturdy, storm-
beaten mariners was moved with strong emo-
tion. The flag of England was thrown over the
corpse, which was escorted by those present

The fact of his not committing any criminal
deed weighs still more for him. Yesterday and
iast night the rumor prevailed that a respite
would be granted him, but It has not yet 1130
A. M. arrived, and is now given up,

The Prizoners in a State of Religlous Exclite-

ment.

Rev. &, 2 Withington, n colored Mothodist
minister, has Leen with the prisoners all the
momning. They are worked up to the highest
piteh of rehglous excitement, and thelr shoots
avd ejncualations, were it not for the occasion,
would be considered profane.

Econs ln the Prison Yard-S00 Visltors.

The prison yard Is crowded with Delawareans,
there haviog been 800 tickets issued. The
whipping-poet and pillory, however, seem to
elalm more attention than the gallows, which is
conetructed of rough hemlock, at the north-
eastern end of the enclosure: 1t Is sixteen feet in
length, ten feet in helght, with & drop of five
feet. The Sheriff, Mr. Jacob Richardson, evi-
dently dislikes the job. He is fiylng around the
prison In o state of nervous exeltement. Whilst
writing this the shouts, screeches, and clapping
of hands of the two condemned men grate on
our ears. They evidently realize their position,
but appear to think that all will be right when
they go home, as they term it.

The Sherlil™s Jury.

The walls of the prison are guarded on all
sldes, to prevent outsiders clambering over,
The jury, consisting of Danlel Callahan, fore-
man, David Tindell, William Sheaver, Edward
Connelly, Willlam Guyer, Robert Gordon, Wil-
linm Gregg, Joseph Jones, Willlam Stroupe,
John H, Moore, James M. Harman, and William
H. Dobb, were all in attendance.

Peobbs Agnin on Deok.

The latter, it will be remembered, is the gen-
tleman who nearly a year ago was 50 anxious to
obtain the name of one of your correspondents,
becanse he conld not distinguish the difference
hetween Dobb and Dobbs, and fancied thata
facetions use of the latter nome was intended
for an affront upon himself.

18, on the eastern side of the prison. The spec-
tators pass through and by the cell to the yard,
officials busy keeping them moving on.

Resigoed to Thelr Fate.

The Revs. Messrs. Whittington and Young have
just left the prisoners and say they are resigned,
willing to meet their fate, and hope for peace
to come.

Farewell to thelr Friands.

Several Iriends, among them a female consin,
are now in the cell, The latter carried a large
sized family Bible.

The Pollee Arrangementa.

E. J. Dougherty, Chief of Police of Wilming-
ton,has charge of the police arrangements, which
are well managed.

The mothers of both men have visited them
within a few days. Jones secms to feel sorrow-
ful at his mother not being present. A number
of poor colored people are flocking round the
eell door.

The Minister Thinks They Are Prepared.

Rev, Mr. Young savs he has seen men pre-
pared to die, and knows that the prisoners are
prepared to meet their fate. Frank MeCrone,
the son of the man at whose house the deed was
ecommitted, has just been ejected from the pri-
son enclosure, he being intoxicated and cursing,
endeavoring to raise a row.

Forming the Procosslen to the Gallews,

At five minutes of 12 the procession formed in
the following order:—Rev. C. B. Spencer, Pro-
testaut Episcopal clergyman of Emmanuel
Church, of New Castle, and Sheriff Richardson,
Prison Keeper Vining and Jones, Keeper Wise
and Carpenter. On ascending the platform
Jones stepped to the front, and, in ag wuncon-
cerned tone of volee, sald: —

Speceh of the Privoner Jenes.

I tell you, gentlemen, | was guilty of the
erime; Carpenter was uot In It any more than
watching the door; I says to the boys, ‘Let's do
gome devilment.! We went over to the house,
and I says, '‘Boys, pull off your shoes, so that
we won't make no nolse.” We went in, and I
blowed the light out; Moore he stood by the door
to make believe he was waiching. Carpenter
came up stalrs after us; we heard a noise, when
they started to run; I ealled to them, ‘Boys,
come back, whatare you runping for; you are a
—- of fellows, ain’t you ?"

“They eams back; Ithen done the dead; Car-
penter did not do it."”

Religions Ceromonivs,

At the conclusion of this speech the two knelt,
each on one knee, and Jones kept his eyes
roaming sbout, whilst Carpenter shook and
trembled, and the closed lids of his eyes qui-
vored perceptibly, He was but thinly clad,
bhaving on bmt a check shirt sod pair of black
punts and shoes, Jones had s pair of dark gray
pants, faded brown coat buttoned up clese. Rev,
Mr. Bpencer then read the 180th psalm, “Oatof
the deep,” following this with prayer, the whole
lasting five minntos,

The Noowe nnd Cap.
The prizon keeper then approached and fixed

the ropes around the necks of the condemned.

Neither spoke uutil the white caps were being

put on, when Jones, In a clear volee, said,
“"Things are serlous now."”

The Drop Falls.
At fotirteen minntes past 12 the Bhorlff oot the
rope and the two men fell.

A Terrible

The drop was not sufficlent, and a fhorrible
bungle was the result, Carpenter dled hard,
working his legs and ocontracting his body.
Jones swung to and fro, but died easler.

A Hard Death.

At twenty minutes past they were upman-
acled. Dr, Verris pronounced them still alive,
At twenty-five minutes Carpenter's pulse still
showed lfe.

The Bodles Curt Down.

At forty-four minutes past Jones was lowered
down and placed in a coffin of stalned pine,
plain make, Carpenter was next placed upon a
board and carrled into the pylson, to be de-
livered to bis friends.

Feelings of the Crowd.

Whilet the bodies hung the crowd gave vent
to their anxiety by asking, ‘‘How long are you
going to let them hang 7" The Bherlff finally
stepped pn the stand, and announeed that they
would be teaken down in a few minutes. Inside
the encloture the best of order was preserved by
Oblef Dougherty, of Wllmington, with a force
of elght men.
